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The Kurds are a nomad race, living on the South 
Russian borders, their existence being a constant menace 
to the surrounding districts. Mounted on powerful horses 
— usually the fruits of some former raid — they dash into 
the villages of Turkey, Russia or Armenia, carrying from 
thence any portable article they fancy, from household 
valuables to women and children. They are splendid 
riders and utterly regardless of the laws of property. 
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
